Capt. Albert Stearns of Brooklyn, N. Y., superintendent of 
Church & Dwight Soda Works of Brooklyn and Syracuse, N. 
Y., was the donor of this fund. This benefactor as a youth 
passed several years on the Stearns farm. He obtained his 
education in the Gibson schoolhouse on the banks of the 
Souhegan, near Gibson Four Corners. 

When he reached the summit of his praiseworthy career, he 
sought to ‘benefit his adopted town. A correspondence was 
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opened with a schoolmate and her son that culminated in 
this magnanimous expression. A perpetual fund was created, 
afterward called the Stearns Lecture Fund, the income there- 
from to be devoted to the expense of non-sectarian lectures. 

Captain Stearns died April 21, 1914. His portrait hangs 
in the town hall in the gallery of men identified with the 
history of the town. This endowment has become a memorial 
to the donor as well as an incentive to progressive educa- 
tion. He was ‘born in Rindge, N. H., December 20, 1833. 
The gift by specified conditions directs the selectmen to act 
as trustees. Also the donor directed that the lecture commis- 
sion should file an annual report with the trustees. 

The first gift as a nucleus consisted of $3000 and is invested 
in a policy of the Massachusetts Hospital Life Insurance Co., 
50 State street, Boston, Mass. An installment of $2,000 was 
made in 1907 and is invested viz.: Amoskeag Savings Bank, 
Manchester, N. H., $1,000; Fitchburg Savings Bank, Fitch- 
burg, Mass., $1,000. Another installment of $2,000 was 
made in 1912, and is deposited viz.: Amoskeag Savings Bank, 
Manchester, N. H., $1,000; Merrimack County Savings Bank, 
Concord, N. H., $1,000.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 
To the School Board of New Ipswich ° | 


I herewith submit my first annual report as superintendent. 

In taking charge of your schools I considered myself for- 
tunate in having so able and well-trained a corps of teachers 
with which to work. Three of your teachers are Normal 
school graduates, while the others are professionally trained 
either at Normal school summer sessions or at teacher train- 
ing schools. The new teachers include Miss Hazel Davis, who 
has charge of the primary grades at the Center school; Miss 
Belle Carkin at No. 6; Mrs. Elizabeth Holton at Highbridge; 
and Miss Philomene Chapman at Smithville. Miss Retta 
Gee, after taking special work in Junior High subjects at the 
Plymouth Normal school summer session has taken the 
grammar grades at No, 1 school. The town, I believe, is 
especially fortunate in retaining the services of Mrs. Mabel 
Aldrich for another year. 

Following this report is a tabular statement of the attend- 
ance for the year 1918-1919. The enrollment of pupils this 
year in all schools is 158. I feel it my duty especially at this 
time to call your attention to the percentage of attendance 
and the number of tardinesses which this report shows. Not 
that the attendance in New Ipswich is so much worse than 
in some other towns, but that it is too poor to economically 
maintain high standard schools.

The law provides specifically that children shall attend 
school regularly unless detained at home for some very good 
reason such as sickness. Poor attendance means failure in 
keeping up to grade and is a constant drag on.those who at- 
tend regularly. This is a matter in which all citizens should 
interest themselves for in the end poor attendance means 
schools constantly below grade and maintained at a corre- 
spondingly high cost. 

May I also call the attention of the citizens to the tabulated 
report of the school physician which I have appended to this 
report. The number of cases of defective teeth is most start- 
ling and calls for an educational campaign to improve condi- 
tions. 

No radical changes have been made in the program of 
studies as followed last year, although the tendency is con- 
stantly toward the approved program as adopted by the 
State Board of Education. I feel that the transition period 
from the traditional eighth grade system to the newer six 
grade plan for the elementary school will necessarily be a long 
one. For the most part I find that pupils, at present, need 
vreater stress laid on the fundamentals, such as arithmetic, 
grammar, geography and history. This does not mean, how- 
ever, that some attention cannot be given to Junior High 
mathematics, elementary science, manual training for the 
boys, and cooking and sewing for the girls. In fact, a very 
satisfactory arrangement has been worked out whereby girls 
in the eighth grade come in once a week from all the schools 
to the Academy for their cooking. 

Looking into the future of the educational system of the 
town I can see but one logical development and by the state 
aid afforded the towns under the new educational bill no 
additional expense will be necessary except for new equip- 
ment. 

The solution seems to be in a consolidated school at the 
Center for the seventh and eighth grades. The four rural 
schools are at present overcrowded and the teachers are try- 
ing to handle more work than can be done efficiently. The 
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advantages which would be gained by such a change I believe 
would be these: (1) Rural pupils would have the same 
educational opportunities as village pupils. They would have 
cooking, sewing, carpentry, elementary science, and junior 
high school mathematics, taught by a teacher specifically 
trained and qualified to teach these subjects. (2) It would 
relieve the overcrowded program of the rural school. One 
teacher cannot do justice to eight grades; there are so many 
clagses in a day that any one period is too short for effective 
work. (3) It would avoid the small classes now in our 
rural schools in the seventh and eighth grades where there is 
too little competition and interest. It is granted that the 
journey to and from school would be rather inconvenient but 
the distances are not great for pupils of that age. I am offer- 
ing the above for your serious consideration as the only so- 
lution I see of your problem of overcrowded rural schools. 
Under the present law I see no reason why the change cannot 
be effected the coming year without much expense to the 
town, provided it meets with your approval and that of the 
townspeople. 

Considerable attention has been given this year to the 
teaching of civics or good citizenship for it may be truthfully 
said that the greatest work of our schools, or of any school, 
is to make good American citizens. Pupils should: feel and 
experience, through practice, not only the privileges but also 
the duties and responsibilities of citizenship. Accordingly 
books dealing with problems of citizenship have been pur- 
chased for all the schools. 

In accordance with the wish of the voters a music teacher 
has been secured for the town. Miss Marion Southwick is 
visiting each school once a week, except for a short time dur- 
ing the winter when the traveling is too bad to make the cir- 
cuit of the schools. I think you have been particularly for- 
_tunate in your choice of a teacher, for Miss Southwick will 
not only teach boys and girls to sing better, but will have a 
splendid socializing effect on the pupils. 
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While little new project work has been done thus far this 
year in manual training, except at the Center school, never- 
theless the tools have all been recently sharpened, and the 
boys have been busy with their plans for making their own 
playground apparatus in the spring. Some very. good origi- 
nal designs for teeter boards have been drawn, and we may 
confidently look forward to seeing some playground equip- 
ment for our schools that will ‘be a credit to the boys and to 
the town. 

It would not be proper for me to complete this report 
without touching on the subject of school gardens. While 
several children had splendid results last year and much 
time and thought was put into the work by those directing it, 
I feel that this year it should be made more definitely a part 
of the school work. Letters written by children for seed cat- 
alogs and government seeds certainly make good material for 
language lessons and garden records kept in school furnish 
material for work in arithmetic. With the support and co- 
operation of the parents, every child, old and young, this year 
could have a garden of his own. We sometimes forget that it 
is ownership in a thing that gives us special interest in it. 
Is this theory not worth trying out by every one? Special 
lessons on gardening will be given in the schools, and it will 
be greatly appreciated if parents give their children a little 
practical advice to mix in with the theory. 

Perhaps I may be pardoned if I take this opportunity to 
discuss somewhat at length the New Educational Bill in New 
Hampshire, and point out in what ways it effects the busi- 
ness of supporting and maintaining schools in New Ipswich. 
First, in regard to the finances of the district. Every one 
knows that towns are taxed just about all they ought to be for 
schools; also that the valuation in some towns which are 
sparsely settled is very low, and! the expense of maintaining 
the schools correspondingly great. On the other hand the in- 
dustrial towns of the state that are compactly settled have a 
large valuation, and the per capita cost of maintaining the 
schools is low. The new educational bill attempts to equalize

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the educational opportunities in the state in the following 
manner: Any town which votes to raise for support of its 
elementary schools a $5 tax on $1000 of the ratable estate is 
entitled to state aid. This means that if the $5 tax in New 
Ipswich amounted to only $3,000, nevertheless the efficiency 
of the schools would not be fea for the balance would be 
made up by the state. 

If we turn for a moment to the School Board report of 
expenditures required for the coming year, we find that the 
budget calls for $7,017 for support of the elementary schools. 
The estimate of a $5 tax on the 1920 inventory is $5,900. 
This leaves a balance of $1,117 for the state to pay. In other 
words, although the expense of maintaining schools has in- 
creased materially because of the big advance in teachers’ sal- 
aries and the cost of supplies, yet the town will not be called 
upon to raise any more for the support of schools than last 
year. It should be noted, however, that such items as the 
“Salaries of district officers,” and “Alterations of buildings,” 
must be voted for by the district in addition to the $5 tax. 

May I not call the attention of the’voters to the item call- 
ing for $200 for alterations of old buildings. Your school 
committee have worked zealously to make the schoolhouses 
sanitary and healthful places for children to congregate, and 
it may be said that in most respects they come up to the 
minimum requirements for the approval of schoolhouses as 
established by the State Board of Education. Nearly all of 
the buildings, however, do not meet the requirements with 
respect to lighting. Whereas the ratio of window area to 
floor area should be one to five it varies in the different build- 
ings from about one to eight to one to ten. | 

Windows on either side of the buildings also make a cross 
lighting which is said to be injurious to the eyesight. The 
lighting should be principally from the children’s left and 
rear. It is proposed, therefore, to transfer the windows on 
the right of the buildings to the left side, and also increase 
their number. ‘The Smithville and No. 4 schoolhouses are 
the worst in this respect, and provision should be made this’ 
‘ year for such alterations as are necessary.

Little need ‘be said about teachers’ salaries for nearly ev- 
ery one knows that teachers are underpaid in comparison with 
what girls get in other occupations. Also it has been the pol- 
icy of townspeople and the school committee to pay their 
teachers as much as other towns would pay. But we must 
prepare for a bigger advance in salaries than ever before for 
not only are many of the best teachers everywhere leaving 
the profession to take up more remunerative work, but fewer 
of the better type of girls are going to the normal schools. 
Superior teachers are made from superior girls and unless we 
can attract more of these into the profession, our schools and 
therefore, the coming generation of children, will be the los- 
ers. As for our own children all we ask for is that they have 
good teachers. Little else matters. Therefore, let us sup- 
port heartily this movement for higher salaries for teachers. 

In one other way, particularly, is the new law of interest 
to the people of New Ipswich. The A'mericanization clauses 
are doubtlessly familiar to nearly every one for I cannot speak 
“Wiétr too much praise of the whole-hearted manner in which 
the townspeople in general, the school committee, and Parent- 
Teachers’ Association, in particular, went at the matter of 
establishing an evening school for those who wished. to learn 
to speak and read the English language. Headmaster Lewis 
and Miss Hazel Davis were selected as teachers, and the 
school opened at the Academy with eleven pupils. Soon, how- 
ever, the number increased to twenty-two and until poor trav- 
eling came the classes were conducted with marked success. 
January 19 it was decided best to close the school during the 
winter months because of poor attendance. It is proposed 
to have the school start again in the spring and continue until 
June. It is hoped that everyone who attended originally 
will come and as many more as care to. It is a real oppor- 
tunity to learn to speak, read and write English at the ex- 
pense of the town and state. 

I wish to express my appreciation of the helpful manner in 
which the Parent-Teachers’ Association is co-operating for 
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the welfare of the schools. Their contribution this year of 
current magazines has filled a real need, and they are much 
enjoyed by the children. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my sincere appreciation of 
the cordial attitude ‘of the townspeople, and the hearty sup- 
port and co-operation of the school committee. I feel that the 
whole town is a unit in wishing well for the schools.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 
To the Citizens of New Ipswich: 


The provisions of the new state law concerning schools will 
be set forth by your superintendent of schools, Mr. Currier. 
We would say that the state requirements may demand certain 
changes in buildings, to secure sanitary safety, which should 
have been made long ago, but which could not be made by the 
School Board without authority from the school district. 

Such necessary repairs have been made as appropriations 
would permit. We regret to say that at No. 12 numerous 
repairs and much expense have been caused by breaking and 
entering, evidently not by pupils of the school. At No. 4 
similar expense has resulted from wilful mischief in win- 
dow-breaking, etc., during summer vacation, 

Such expense should properly fall on the districts directly 
involved and not on the town at large, but must, of course, 
come out of the general appropriation. 

In regard to breakage of windows by pupils it was voted 
by the School Board five years ago that repairs of such dam- 
age shall be paid for by parents or guardians of children who 
have caused it. This is the only fair and practicable solution 
of the question. 

We express appreciation for the interest shown in school 
work by the Parent-Teachers’ Association. 
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We are glad to report that in spite of difficulty in obtaining 
teachers throughout the state, we have.been able to secure and 
retain the services of a competent and efficient force of teach- 
ers whose work, both in day and evening schools, we com- 
mend. i 

We respectfully submit this. our annual report, and with it, 
as required by law, the Budget proposed for the year 1920-21.
